Panaceas; “30 Every Thursday” Is Offspring

LOS ANGELES—Of the Ham an’« 
Eggs leaders who have set Califor- 
nia on its ear, virtually all have 
been long busy peddling panaceas 
from the medicine wagon. 


And as is oiten the experience of 
medicine peddlers, they have had 
their brushes with the law, re- 
cords here disclosed today. 

Willis Allen, “boss” of the Ham 
an’ Eggs organization, tried the real | 
patent medicine route before he 
tackled economic medicine, His pa- 
tent medicine, Grey-Gone, was sup- 
posed to be a hair restorer. It 
didn’t work. Federal Courts fined 
him $1000 and gave him probation | 
for two years on a charge of using 
the mails to defraud. 

His brother, Lawrence Allen, a 
lawyer and the “brains” behind it 
all, met Earle E. Kynette, along the 
road to Ham an’ Eggs. Kynette, 
then a captain of police, had money. | 
The Allens needed money. Kynette 
advanced $130. After he was con- 
victed as a racketeer and bomber, 
Kynette sued the Allens for one- 
third of the Ham an’ Eggs profits, 
which he said was promised for 
making the loan. 


“Professor” Charles J. Husband 
of Southwestern University, Los | 
Angeles, is no longer with the 


school and is not a professor. A for- 
mer railroad man, not a _ college 
graduate, Mr. Husband learned 
about taxation in the office of the 
Los Angeles assessor, 

In 1932 a Los Angeles Grand Jury 
indicted Mr. Husband on 10 counts 
of theft and kindred charges. The 
charges were later dismissed because 
of a technicality. The Grand Jury’s 
auditor was at the meeting when 
the indictments were voted and be- 
cause of that the courts ruled Mr. 
Husband could not be tried. Even- 
tually Mr. Husband became a tax 
consultant and teamed up with Joey 
Rosenthal, political fixer for former 
Governor Merriam. They operated | 
under the name Tax Research, Inc. | 
Then Mr. Husband joned Ham an’ 
Eggs.
